But, said the 
Senator, *'I Uke Walker, I think 
he's a good man.” 

Commenting on the aid the VS. 
has given to Poland and Yugo- 
slavia, the Senator said that “Tm 
against economic aid for cither 
friend or foe." 

Another iwlnt of high tension 
was reached when a gueatlon was 
asked the Senator ocxiceming the 
US. support of Fascist dictator- 
ship in Franco’s Spain and Sala- 
zar’s Portugal. Senator Goldwater 
Judged that “some nations are note 
ready for democracy." The Sena- 
tor told of a conversation he had 
with Franco's second In command 
during a visit he made to Spain. 

The officer informed hbn that "if 
elections wer held today, probably 
tomorrow mombig all the winning 
candidates would be shot." 

Senator Goldwater also felt that 
"Cubans are not ready for democ- 
racy either. If we, go In there to 
liberate the Cubans we’ll probably 
have to bring our own dictator 
with us. 

"But these 'Fascists' as you 
call them, are much more anti- 
communist than we are or will 
ever be. These people are on our 
side and they’re about the moat 
rabidly antl-Communist people in 
the world.” 

Nndear War 

The Senator then commented on 
approachbig the Communists from 
a position of strength. “If we rs- 
mabi strong we can prevent nu- 
clear war,” he said. “Tbt last th^ 

Khrushchev wants is a nuolaar 
war. What Communists want Is 
more Communists.” Going on to 
speak about Berlin, Senator Gold- 
water expresaed his belief that “if 
we bombed a few of Ruaeia'a bases, 

Khsuahehev would not retaliate'' 
because we would le-retallate and 
destroy Russia. And Khruahboev 
knows it” 

After the address concluded, the 
Senator remabied and a little 
crowd gathered around; peppering 
him with questions, asking for 
autographs or proclaiming their 
devotion to the Conservative 
cause. The Hatchet's reporter 
questioned the Senator about 
sUtamenU he had made about the 
John Birch Society bi which be 
had spoken out agataist Robert 
Welsh, the Birch chief, but tanned 
the membership of the Birch So- 
ciety as. “basiMlly good patriotic 
Americana," and said that “sane 
of the bast people In my commu- 
nity are Birch Society niHnbera.” 

Senator Goldwater replied that 
there is “no danger from the 
Blr<* Society.” “In all probabil- 
ity,” he continued, there are “not 
more than 00,000 members across 
the nation.” So there is really 
nothbig to get excited about. 

The Senator concluded the eve- 
nings address by saytaig that “you 
young people aU over the country 
are shoeing an intelligent politi- 
cal interest. You people are prob- 
ing into the reason and the facts. 

1 thtaih that this la the reason 
young people are dangling away 
from liberalism.

(Coathmsi from Fage 1) 
asked how the Senator could rec- 
oncile his phlloaophy of flscal te- 
qKmsiblUty and his advocacy of 
the RS-70 manned bomber pro- 
gram that the President hbnself 
had decried aa wasteful. Senator 
G(ddwater replied that while ha 
had “great faith in missiles, a mis- 
sile does everything but think. A 
brain can give a better answer 
than a black box.'' The Senator 
felt it was tqo much to expect a 
aolssile to “knock out" a hardened 
mlmlle site from an bitoi^oontt- 
nental distance. So, the RS-70 la 
aurest . . , The Army. Navy and 
llarinea are agalnet the RSVKb” 
but “the Air Force la the only 
service that understands stratagie 
bombing.” 

Budget Trtanmlag 

Senator Goldwater answered a 
query on his budget trbnming 
proposals by suggesting the gov- 
ernment "cut out waste.” He 
enumerated the specillc fields of 
Hriculture, veterans benefits and 
welfare as good areas for budget 
cuts. On welfare the Senator ex- 
pressed his belief that "we have 
not solved problems through the 
liberal approach. More people are 
on relief rolls today than ever be- 
fore." 

Someone then suggested that 
what he advocated was gobtg 
agataist the “vested Interests," the 
Senator replied that "these are 
the practical areas and need some 
practical courage." 

Speaking about Cuba, the Sena- 
tor felt that "we have to begin 
arith the asaumptlon that we can- 
not allow a Communist state to 
exist tai our back yard. 

"I'd go to the O.AB. and ask 
them to go aioig with ua in a 
blockade. Yea, its an act of war, 
but we have to do it— even 0 its 
unilateral — if It comes to the point 
that we have to repeat 1898, we 
ought to go in thtire and do it.” 

The Senator, questioned on the 
Cold War, talked about what he 
termed was a “no-win, better Red 
than Dead philosophy. Tbe Com- 
munists would Just as soon see us 
have unilateral disarmament as 
see us have a Communist revolu- 
tion ... I don't believe for osie 
minute that Russia would ever go 
to all-out war over Barlin.x Russia 
is very weak In comparison to the 
military might of the United 
Sates.” Senator Goldwater went on 
to express “some very grave 
doubts about tbe wisdom and ad- 
vice of some people around the 
President.”

As the sun roao over 
the Seattle campus of the Univer- 
sity ot Washington one bria^t 
morning, the. groundskeeper made 
his appointed 6:15 am rounds to 
the IZi foot flagpole to raise Old 
Glory. But a flag was already 
there — the UBC Engineers pen- 
nant flying proudly in the breeze. 

’The ropes bad been Jammed and 
it was too windy to climb the pole, 
so the British Cedumban’s campus 
flag ruled the University of Wash- 
ington campus that day. Revenge 
came quickly. Four days later, on 
top of UBCs 44-foot flagpole flew, 
as reported by the campu^news- 
paper, the Ubyaeey, "eight white 
Jock straps and one white towel 
svith UW in large black letters.’’ 

The pole ropes were so badly cut 
and knotted that the "flag” could 
not be lowered. UBC officials were 
forced to temporarily lower the 
flagpole instead. 

Temple Univeral^ 
a "Tropic of Cancer” has finally 
been admitted to Temple’s library 
in Philadelphia, with one small re- 
striction. ’The book may be read 
in the library, but may not be tak- 
en out overnight, or otherwise put 
into circulation. Over 400 students 
have already signed a protest pe- 
tition on the grounds that their 
bedtime reading should not be 
restricted by the University.
